WEEKLY REPORT 


CENTRAL KENTCCKT. 

The crop outlook in this section of the 
state continues to be encouraging, though 
there It much complaint of slight damage 
from heavy rain and high winda which 
visited localities of limited area daring the 
week. Moderate rains fell in most parts 
of the District tnd served to retard work 
in the fields. Wheat threshing la not 
completed as yet, and the grain is sprout¬ 
ing in the shock in Shelby, Spencer. Ncl- 
fon. Fsyette and Woodford counties. As 
the work of threshing progresses it be¬ 
comes more apparent that earlier predic¬ 
tions of shortage in the yield will be veri¬ 
fied. Oats is being harvested, but is 
difficult to save, owing to the fact that 
many fields have been blown down and 
lodged. Farmers speak most encoura¬ 
gingly as to the prospects for the crop. 
Wet weather retarded haying to some ex¬ 
tent. hut some progress has been made 
with the work. The fields, as a rule, are 
uneven and the general crop will be abort. 
Corn is still in fine condition, though 
many fields are foul, and wet weather has 
prevented the removal of the weeds and 
grasses which infest them The cam- 
plaints of chinch bugs are fewer tbia 
week than last.* Tobacco is almost with¬ 
out an exception reported to be in fine 
condition The condition of hemp is very 
good. Garden crops are excellent, 
though the presence of the cabbage worm 
is reported in many localities. The army 
worm has injured millet fields considera¬ 
bly. Fruits of all kinds, especially 
paaches arc very nbundaut. Meadows 
la fine condition. 

EASTERN KENTt'CKT, 

The effects of the weather condition of 
the week have been lees favorable in this 
section of the state than in the others. 
There Is an almost universal complaint of 
loo much rain and damage from wash¬ 
outs. Work in the fields was retarded 
from the same cause, and wheat, much of 
which has uot yet been threshed, is sprout¬ 
ing in the shock in many places Oats, 
which wa* a promising crop, is badly 
blown down in many places, and it is 
feared that a Urge portion of it cannot be 
saved. Corn, though badly blown down 
and twisted, will recover and still prom¬ 
ises to be a fine crop, though in aome of 
the lowlands it was washed out by ex¬ 
cessive rains. Some little progress was 
made in hay cutting and the yield ia not 
an average one. Tobacco is la a gen 
erally good ceuditiou. aud has suffered 
teas from damagiug influences than other 
crops Gardens are very floe, and the 
yield of Irish potatoes entirely satitfac 
tury. Fruits are good, especially peachea 

and blackberries

Condition of Kentucky Crops Up 
to Monday Evening. 


The weather conditions of the past 
week were not, upon the whole, so favoia- 
b!e to the progress of crops as for some 
time past. The average temperature of 
the week was below the normal, only ris 
ing to or above it during the last two 
days Cloudy weather prevailed gen 
erally. capecially in the Eastern portions 
of the state. The amount of sunshine 
was consequently slightly less than the 
average. The average rainfall for the 
state for the wetk was very near the nor¬ 
mal, though so unevenly was its distribu 
lion that complaints of dryness are made 
by some correspondents, while others re¬ 
port damage from loo much rain. The 
greatest amounts are reported from coun¬ 
ties in the Central. Southern and South¬ 
eastern parts of the state and the least in 
the Northern and Western counties. Tha 
damaging influences reported, while very 
numerous from some localities, arc 
thought to have beco confined in tbo 
main to comparatively small areas and do 
not represent any considerable proportion 
of the territory from which such reports 
were received The general outlook for 
crops which are as yet ucharvested is 
good, and in many parts of the state is 
excellent 

WESTERN KENTt'CKT 
Tbc weather conditions in this section 
of the state were not entirely favorable, 
though the results were not serious')" in 
jurlous in any locality" A very general 
complaint is made, especially from the 
extreme Western counties and those close 
to the Ohio river, that too little rain has 
fallen for the best progress of crop* The 
dry weather has, however, permitted the 
prosecution of haying, the harvesting of 
oats and the completion of the work of 
threshing wheat. Bay is generally re¬ 
ported to be a little short of an average 
crop, and some counties report quite a 
considerable deficiency In the yield Re¬ 
ports relative to oats are very conflicting, 
but it is thought that tbc yield will be 
nearly if not quite equal to the average. 
Corn is generally in fine condition except 
that upon the lowlands, where it suffered 
considerable damage from the washouts 
of several weeks ago The crop is gen¬ 
erally tasselling and earing, and much of 
it ts so far advanced that it will mature 
without any more rain during the season 
Tobacco, though generally in good condi¬ 
tion. ts reported to be buttoning out low 
in pans of Trigg. Christian and severs! 
adjoining counties It it also suffering 
some slight injury from cutworms 
Peaches are a uniformly good crop. 
Blackberries are reported to be very 
plentiful.

Canada, while the United State* com¬ 
missioner is Judge IVra. I. Putnam, of 
the firs'. United Staten Judicial circuit. 
The commissioners will meet at Vic¬ 
toria, B. C., which wns selected because 
of its proximity to the scene of the 
seizures, but probably not until next 
autumn._
